ing on building a new Grade A 
milking barn should check with thn 
local milk inspector or sanitation 
before construction gets under way. 


That's the advice of County Agent 


Oliver L. Adams, who has 
good 


reason for his statement. 
Most 


milk codes or ordinances contain 
clauses that specify certain require 
mcnls on the barn size, lighting, 
floor and wall measurements. 


In order to quultlfy for Grade A 


standards, the barns must incut 
the specifications of the milk codes 
or clauses.

publication No. 25, "Farm Dairy 
Buildings", contains milking barns 
approved by the Arkansas State 
Health Department, and meet'the 
requirements of the state and city 
milk codes.
